OUR LONDON LETTER. 


Wuo would be an Emperor? Shot at time after 
time in his own Capital, and in the Bois de Boulogne 
‘during a Paris Exhibition year; thereafter running 
:a narrow escape of being blown up by nitro-glycerine 
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while travelling by rail near Moscow, and subse- 
quently being within an ace of annihilation in the 
Winter Palace at St. Petersburg; Alexander the 
Second, Emperor of Russia, fell a victim at length 
to an Orsini bomb on Sunday afternoon last, March 13. 
This successful attempt on the life of the Czar was a, 
most determined one; and is a terrible instance of the 
savage fierceness of the civil war the Russian Nihilists 
are resolved to wage against the Romanoff dynasty. 
The Emperor was retarning with his brother, the 
Grand Duke Michael, from a Review. He was being 
driven in a closed carriage past the Catherine Canal 
when the first, Orsini bomb was thrown into the 
roadway, exploding, and smashing the back of the 
carriage, but not injuring the Czar, although some 
of the horses of the escort were wounded, ‘and a 
Moujik standing near was reported to be killed. 
The Emperor alighted to learn who was hurt. - The 
would-be assassin, on being closed with, drew a 
pistol, but was speedily disarmed and arrested. But 
while he was being secured a second bomb was 
thrown at the feet of the Czar. It exploded, fatally 
wounding the Emperor, who expired a short time after 
in the Winter Palace, whither he was taken in a 


ledge.

The risk of assassination must apparently be run 
by everyone who would aspire to the unenviable post 
of a nominal ruler of States. Lest it should be 
imagined that a Republic protects its chiefs from the 
peril which the aged Emperor of Germany, our own 
Queen, and the young Kings of Italy and Spain 
have not been able wholly to avoid, and which the 
Czar has now succumbed to, it may profitably be 
remembered that the honoured President of the 
United States, Abraham Lincoln, died from the shot 
of an assassin. No one is safe from fanatics. Only, 
undeniably the safest is that Monarch or President, 
who in the breasts of bis free and loyal countrymen 
finds his surest armour. Will the new Emperor, 
Alexander the Third, be wise enough to profit by 
the lesson of his father’s death, and be prompt 
to promulgate a liberal form of Constitutional 
Government such as Russia imperatively needs?

Unutterably repugnant to English ideas though 
the late Czar’s personal despotism was, there was 
something in the pale, gravely careworn face of 
Alexander II. that elicited sympathy for him. 
Tall and handsome, he looked every inch an 
Emperor when in the summer of 1874 he walked 
with manly dignity up the central nave of the 
Crystal Palace on the occasion of the popular recep- 
tion given to himself and to his only daughter, 
then newly married to the Duke of Edinburgh. For 
the time, we allowed the recollection of the Czar’s 
bloody suppression of the Polish rising in 1863 to 
slumber. When the Emperor was cordially received 
in London with the Grand Duchesse Marie we pre- 
ferred to remember his Emancipation of Russian 
serfs, which noble act will make his reign honour- 
ably memorable. Much of the good will then shown 
by Englishmen to the Czar evaporated a few years 
later, when it was suspected that the aggrandise- 
ment of Russia was sought under cover of bene- 
volence to the Pasha-ridden Bulgarians. But it 
is clear now that this ill feeling would have been ob- 
viated had England not had the great misfortune then 
to be misgoverned by that burlesque of a Government, 
the Beaconsfield - Salisbury Mal - administration, 
which, comprising some of the most bumptious but 
most incompetent men in the country, indulged in

new Empress of Russia and the future Queen of 

England are sisters. I know the marriage of the 

Duke of Edinburgh with the Czar's daughter did not

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as they were by Tory wire-pullers) between England 
and Russia. But, reading in a telegram from Ste 
Petersburg that “the Czarevna is as great а favourite 
here as is her sisterin England,” and convinced that 
the widespread personal attachment to the Princess 
of Wales is one of the great strongholds our own 
Royal family possess in this country, one may well 
hope that out of the sterling affection of two nations 
for Princess Alexandra and Princess Dagmar may 
grow the firm friendship of the two peoples.

The sympathy of all save fanatical Nihilists and 
irreconcilable Doors has followed the Duchess 
of Edinburgh, who lost barely a moment in speed- 
ing with the Duke to the Winter Palace of sad 
memories. It was in this palace that the Grand 
Duchess was an ear-witness of the fatal explosion 
which was designed to kill the Emperor. It was 
here that her mother, the Czarina, died only a few 
months, ago, the Czar at the time living under the 
same roof with the Princess Dolgourouki, whom 
he very shortly afterwards married. With 
what conflicting emotions the Duchess of Edin- 
burgh, then, returns to the Winter Palace may 
perhaps, be imagined.

OUR ROYAL FAMILY AND THE LATE 
CZAR. 


Tux event of the week in Europe has been the 
assassination of the Emperor of Russia under cir- 
Cumstances fully detailed in our pictorial columns. 
About five o’clock last Sunday afternoon, a telegram 
Was received by the Duke and Duchess of Edin- 
burgh and the Grand Duke Alexis, who was staying 
With their Royal Highnesses at Clarence House, 
Which conveyed the distressing news that the 
Emperor had died from his wounds. The Duke and 
Duchess of Edinburgh and the Grand Duke Alexis 
were deeply shocked on receiving the dreadful news. 
The Prince of Wales had only just returned from 
Paris when he was informed of the Emperor’s death. 


On receiving the news the Queen immediately 
telegraphed to Clarence House requesting that her 
Majesty might be supplied with the fullest par- 
ticulars as they arrived, and, in compliance with the 
Royal request, a copy of cach telegram received was 
at once forwarded to Windsor. Nearly all the 

linisters of the Crown called at the residence of the 

uke of Edinburgh, and Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone 
arrived together within a few moments after the 
reception of the news of the Emperor’s death. They 
Were both seen by the Duke of Edinburgh. It was 
on 'luesday announced in the Court news that the 
Queen received with the greatest grief and horror 
the.painfulintelligence of the assassination of the 
Emperor of Russia, for whom the Court would go 
Into mourning for a month. 

The children of the Duke and Duchess left London 
E Tuesday for Windsor, to remain with the Queen at 

le castle. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales also visited the 

uke and Duchess of Edinburgh and the Grand 

uke Alexis of Russia previous to their departure 
for St. Petersburg on Sunday evening. 

A solemn requiem was on Monday chanted to the 
Memory of the deceased Monarch at the chapel of 
the Russian Embassy in Welbeck-street. The most 
distinguished of the congregation were the Prince 
and Princess of' Wales, who were accompanied by 
Colonel Clarke, Lord Sufüeld, and Miss Knollys. 
The Duke of Cambridge drove up shortly before the 
arrival of the Royal equipage, and was unattended.

Were also present. The Rev. Eugene Smirnoff 
officiated. ‘Lhe French Ambassador, M. Challemel- 
ücour, was present, as were also the Ottoman Am- 
bassador, Musurus Pasha, and Secretaries, Paul 
Musurus Bey and Djémal Bey. The Chinese Pleni- 
potentiary (the Marquis Tseng) was observed among 
lhe throng on the floor of the chapel, and so were 
the Austrian Ambassador, the Spanish Minister, the 
ersian Minister, the Italian Ambassador, the 
American Minister, and others. The members of the 
Loyal fanily on leaving the chapel shook hands with 
e Russian Ambassador and with Count Davidoff.

Alexander II., dwelt upon his emancipation of 
twenty millions of serfs, his establishment of local 
self-government, and trial by jury, and waxed 
poetical in landing the character of the late Czar. 

The Irish Disarmament Bill was brought up and 
read the first time in the House of Lords on Monday, 
and the second time on Tuesday. 

In the House of Commons on Monday Mr. Gorst 
raised a question as to Mr. Bradlaugh’s status in the 
House. The Attorney-General urged that the House 
should decline to take any action until the appeal 
had been decided. Ultimately the Speaker inti- 
mated that, until the House decided otherwise, he 
should recognise Mr. Bradlaugh as member for 
Northampton; and the opposition of ‘‘the Fourth 
Party" was dropped for the time, pending the 
appeal against the decision of Mr. Justice Mathew. 
Mr. Bradlaugh was allowed to present a petition 
against pensions, and the “incident” closed. 

Mr. Gladstone referred on Monday to the subject 
of the warin Africa, and showed by telegrams from 
Sir E. Wood that the proposal for an armistice did 
not come from the English commander. The Govern- 
ment had instructed Sir E. Wood to extend the 
armistice until the 18th, **if the Boers desired it,” in 
order that time might be given for the consideration 
of proposals which the General was instructed on 
Saturday to transmit to them. ‘The Government did 
not know whether the armistice had been so extended 
ornot. A conversation took place in regard to the 
state of business and the necessivy for urgency, and 
Mr. Gladstone showed thatif the Ways and Means 
Bill did not (as Sir S. Northcote proposed) receive 
the Royal assent until the 31st inst. the law could 
not be fulfilled. The resolution to declare certain 
votes in Supply ‘‘ urgent’? was put, and received 
296 votes against 212— majority 84; but that being 
insufficient under the riles, which require a vote of 
three to one, the resolution fell to the ground. The 
result, however, did not materially affect progress at 
the moment. Sir R. Cross and Mr. O'Donnell 
respectively withdrew proposals which stood in the 
way of Committee, and the House almost immediately 
went into Committee of Supply, and made good 
progress with the votes.

made a distinct offer of large concessions in Thessaly, 
but still maintains a firm attitude with regard 
Epirus. The Ambassadors, it is further reported, 
have intimated that “substantial” concessions are 
expected of the Porte in Epirus. 


The Goyernment of the United States have, with 
praiseworthy spirit, decided to send out an expe- 
dition in search of the Herald Arctic exploring vessel 
Jeannette, which is believed to be ice-bound in the 
Polar Seas. А  whaling-steamer now at San 
Francisco has been purchased by the Government 
for employment in the search, and the Treasury will 
provide 100,000 dollars in aid of the expenses. 


Lord Rosebery presided, on Saturday, at the 
second annual meeting in commemoration of the 
establishment of the Palmerston Club amongst the 
members of the University of Oxford, and responded 
to the toast of ‘‘ The Liberal Party." That of “ Her 
Majesty’s Ministers’? was acknowledged by Mr. 
Grant Duff, M.P., and Mr. Courtney, M.P. 


On the news arriving that there was to be no war 
with Ashantee a conference took place at the War 
Office as to whether a large quantity of military 
stores prepared in expectation of the threatened 
hostilities should be returned into store. After 
careful consideration it has been considered advis- 
able to place Cape Coast Castle in a proper position 
of defence, and accordingly a large cargo of powder 
ammunition, camp equipments, &c., was dispatched 
from Plymouth on Saturday in the mail steamer 
Ethiopia. 


The election of a representative for Coventry in 
place of the late Sir H. M. Jackson took place last 
Saturday, amid a good deal of excitement. The 
result was declared as follows:—Mr. Н. W. Eaton, 
Conservative, 4011; Sir U. Kay-Shuttleworth, 
Liberal, 3563; Mr. Eaton being consequently 
returned by a majority of 443 votes—a decided gain 
for the Tory Party, the deplorable consequences of 
whose flagrant misrule England is now suffering from. 


The Catholic Archbishop of Dublin continues to 
wage war with the Irish Land Leaguers. His Grace’s 
recent attack on those who had sought to enlist the 
service of Communists and infidels in the sacred 
cause of Ireland, has been promptly followed up by 
a bitter denunctiation of the Ladies’ Land League. 

Mr. John Dillon, M.P., on Sunday addressed a 
meeting in Tipperary, and expressed a doubt as to 
whether there was a Land Bill in existence—pre- 
sumably because his occupation would be gone 
directly the Government reforms are made law. 

Mr. T. P. O'Connor addressed a large meeting on 
Sunday night at Bristol. Mr. Morley, one of the 
men.bers, sent a letter to the meeting pointing out 
that the Liberal party was most anxious so secure 
thoroughly good legislation for Ireland, and suggest- 
ing that the best thing Irishmen everywhere could 


do would be to unite in the same determination. 
Hear! Hear! 

The thirtieth person arrested under the Coercion 
Act was lodged in Kilmainham Prison on Monday. 
His name is Hogan, and he was apprehended at his 
abode, Rathkeale, county Limerick. 

Mr. Boyton has informed an officer of the Land 
League that the American Consul who recently 
visited him gave him an assurance that everything 
that could be done for him should be done. 


A disastrous collision, happily unattended with 
loss of life, took place off the south coast last Satur- 
day night, between a Ducal line steamer, bound 
from London for Calcutta, and the African Steam- 
Ship Company’s Royal mail steamer Benin, home- 
ward bound for Liverpool. ‘The Benin, who left 
Monrovia on Feb. 14, with passengers, maiis, and a 
valuable cargo of West African produce, had landed 
her mails at Havre, from which port she sailed on 
the 11th inst. for Liverpool. On Saturday she was 
overtaken and run into on the starboard quarter by 
the Duke of Buccleuch, sinking shortly afterwards. 
The Duke of Buccleuch saved everybody on board, 
and landed the rescued at Plymouth. 


The second officer of the Duke of Buccleuch was on 
the bridge when the disaster occurred. Captain 
Russell had been in the chart-house, and was un- 
aware that his vessel was so near the Benin until a 
few moments before the collision. His defence is 
that the Benin tried to cross his bows, but this 
Captain Wilkin and the officers of the Benin posi- 
tively deny. They say the course of the unfortunate 
mail steamer was never altered in the slightest 
degree. The approximate value of the Benin's 
cargo was £200,000, and of the vessel £20,000. The 
collision occurred about eighteen miles south by east 
of the Start. 


On Saturday morning a bridge which carries the 
Caledonian railway across the Earn, a few miles 
south of Perth, was carried away by floods, and all 
traffic between Sterling and Perth was stopped.

The magistrates remanded Hanmer in 
custody, admitted Samuels to’ bail, and discharged 
the other prisoners, believing that they had acted 
under the instructions of the principal defendants. 
Hanmer protested against the decisions of the 
justices, and said the case ought to be sent to a 
superior court.

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THE NEW EMPEROR OF RUSSIA, ALEXANDER 111. 
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LIFE AND DEATH OF THE 
CZAR. 


Ar last! The Nihilist plot to assassinate Alex- 
ander Il., Emperor of Russia, has at length 
succeeded. The Daily News’ Correspondent at 
St. Petersburg ‘‘ wired’? on Sunday last the fol- 
lowing description of 


THE CZAR’S ASSASSINATION, 


* Sr. PETERSBURG, Sunday, 6 p.m.—The Ides of 
March will be a black-letter day in the Russian 
calendar, marking the fifth and this time fatal 
attempt on the life of the Emperor Alexander II. 
To-day, for the first time for the last five weeks, the 
Emperor attended the review usually held at the 
Michaeloffsky Man?ge, where he entered freely into 
conversation with Lord Dufferin and others. 

* After leaving the Manège the Emperor drove 
with the Granc Duke Michael, in his closed carriage, 
with his usual escort, to the Michaeloffsky Palace, 
where he visited his sister, Alexandra Nicolaivna, to 
take coffee with her. 


THE FIRST BOMB. 

“ After leaving the palace, and when driving along 
by the side of the Ekaterinofsky Canal, a bomb was 
thrown which tore off part of the Imperial carriage.

The “ infernal-machines ?” are commonly spoken of, 
however, as “ Orsini bombs." We have, accord- 
ingly, printed an Engraving of the destructive bomb 
which Orsini used against Napoleon the Third. This 
Orsini bomb, it will be seen, is an ugly looking 
thing. The Orsini bomb is hollow, is made of steel, 


and is filled with fulminating powder. One end is 
provided with twenty-five gun-nipples, screwed in, 
and furnished with caps, the blow on which, coming 
in contact with the ground, explodes the bomb. The 
bomb is of comparatively small dimensions, the 
cylinder being about ten inches long and six in dia- 
meter, and the weight of the charge without the 
shell being between three or four pounds. 

We now quote once more from the well- 
informed St. Petersburg Correspondent of the 
Daily News:— “Тһе person arrested for throw- 
ing the first bomb gave his name correctly as 
Roussakoff. He was a student of the Mining 
School of St. Petersburg, aged twenty-one years, 
a native of the government of Novgorod. Besides 
the revolver mentioned yesterday, this desperate 
and infatuated youth was found with a dagger in uis 
possession, One of the wounded persons was apparently 
gravely implicated, even if he did not actually 
throw the second bomb. This man received fatal 
injury to the spine, but refused to give any par- 
ticulars of himself, and died in the hospital last 
evening from the effects of poison he had taken. 
‘The second person who was arrested running from 
the spot proved to be a respectable citizen, whose 
only fault was too great anxiety to getaway. He 
was released in the course of the evening, as soon as 
his identity was established. 

** Only last week a small box, ostensibly containing 
pills for asthma, was received by the Emperor with 
a letter from abroad. When these were handed to 
Dr. Botkin a slight explosion occurred on the box 
being opened, and the pills were found to contain & 
highly explosive substance enough to kill three 
persons if all the contents had simultaneously 
exploded." 


THE CZAR'S DEATH. 

The Times Correspondent added on Sunday that 
“ the physicians having declared the Emperor’s 
condition hopeless, the whole Imperial family im- 
mediately gathered at the Winter Palace. The 
Emperor’s chaplain was soon called, and from his 
hands his Imperial Majesty took the last communion, 
and quietly expired shortly afterwards, at about a 
quarter to four. 

“ The Imperial Standard over the palace was then 
lowered half-mast before a vast, silent, and anxiously 
inquiring crowd. All hats were removed, and general 
sorrow seemed to prevail.

His war with 
Turkey on behalf of oppressed Bulgaria carried the 
Russian arms victorious almost to the gates of 
Constantinople. In Asia the name of the White 
Czar has been accepted as that of lord and sovereign 
over a wide extent of territory which has been 
conquered, and whose people have been reduced to 
Obedience. Eight years ago Khiva was taken. 
Only a few weeks ago the Czar's troops vanquished 
the gallant Tekke Turcomans, who thus shared the 
fate of many other Central Asian racés. 


PREVIOUS ATTEMPTS ON THE CZAR’S 
LIFE. 

The assassination of the Czar has been preceded, 
in the course of the last fourteen years, by no less 
than five attempts on his life, of which three were 
in one year—1879. The first attempt was made on 
April 16, 1866, when he was fired at while entering 
his carriage at St. Petersburg. The pistol, however, 
was turned aside by a workman named Dimitri 
Korakosow, who was afterwards ennobled for the 
act. On June 6, 1867, the Czar, when in Paris, was 
fired at in the Bois de Boulogne, but was not 
hit. He was riding in a carriage in company 
with his two sons and the late Emperor Napoleon, 
when a Pole named  Berezowski fired at him. 
Eleven years had elapsed when three other attempts 
were made on the Emperor's life. Of the attempt 
made at Odessa in 1879 the particulars did not 
transpire until some time after, owing to the officials 
adopting measures to prevent the affair becoming 
known. On April 14 the Emperor had a miraculous 
escape. He was walking in the grounds attached to the 

for the purpose of exercise, when a man named 
van Solovieff, an employé in a provincial branch of the 
Ministry of Finance, fired four shots from a revolver, 
but without wounding his Majesty. Solovieff was 
tried in the Supreme Criminal Court, and, being 
found guilty, was executed on June 9. On Nov. 19 
an explosion—instigated by the Nihilists, who sub- 
sequently published a proclamation stating that the 
attempt was made by their leaders, and that the 
Czar would not be left in peace until he should 
transfer his authority to © ап assembly freely elected 
by universal suffrage’’—occurred on the Moscow 
Railway, by which one of the vans of the train 
containing the Czar’s luggage was blown to pieces. 
The excitement caused by this determined outrage 
had scarcely died away when the extraordinary 
attempt was made on Feb. 17 of the following year 
to blow up the dining-room in the Winter Palace at 
St. Petersburg, upon which occasion the Duchess of 
Edinburgh was with her father. The dining-hall in 
the Winter Palace was wrecked by an explosion pro- 
ceeding from the cellars beneath. Several soldiers 
in the intervening guard-room lost their lives. The 
Emperor himself probably owed hislife to a breach 
of his usual punctuality, the company not havi 
yetsatdown to dinner. All this took place sui 
the minutest precautions, and within a perfect 
cordon of  sentries. At this very time, and 
in the Winter Palace itself, the Empress was lying 
in a precarious state of health, from which she never 
rallied. She died in June. ed rigours on 
the part of the Government followed the Win 
Palace explosion. General Gourko, the Prefect 
St. Petersburg, was succeeded by General Loris 
Melikoff, whose stern strictness was tempered by 
reasonable concessions to the liberty of the press. 


THE CZAR’S FAMILY TROUBLES, 
- Russian society, with an insatiable appetite for 
scandal, teemed with storiés of the personal ill- 
feeling between the brothers Alexander and Con- 
stantine. Each prince had his party and his follow- 
ing bitterly opposed to the other, and gend to 
go any lengths to gratify private malice and the 
hope of personal promotion. At one tine 

rupture became so serious that, an opportunity offer- 
ing, Constantine, the Admiral of the Fleet, ordered 
his brother Alexander to be arrested. hen the 
news of that outrage reached the ears of the Emperor 
Nicholas, he became furious with mingled rage and 
apprehension, and, in consequence, the high-handed 
Admiral was himself placed under arrest. Mean- 
while, ou April 21, 1841, Alexander married Wil- 
heimina Augusta Sophia Maria, arp os of ksi, 
the second Duke of Hesse, who died on June 3 last 
year. In 1843, at the birth of their first child, the 
Emperor Nicholas, fearful of the possible conse- 
quences of the bitter quarrel between his two sons, 
required Constantine to take the oath of allegiance 
to Alexander. Last autumn he privately married 
the Princess Dolgorouka, with whom he had long 
lived on intimate terms, and who survives hin. 


THE DUKE AND DUCHESS

ST PETERSBURG. 


It seems) ut a very short time ago—it was actually 
on Jan. 21, 1874—that the late Czar bade the Princes 
of our Royal family welcome % St. Petersburg 
on the occasion of the marriage of his ошу daughter, 
the Grand Duchesse Mivie, 10 the Duke of Edin- 
burgh. lt was оп May 13in the same year that the 
Czar visited England to see his daughter installed in 
her new home. A souvenir of this visit—the meeting 


of the Emperor and the Grand Duchesse, the Prince 
of Wales and the Duke of Edinburgh being also 
preseut—is limued among our Engravings. 

Soon after receiving the melancholy news of the 
Emperor's death, the Duke and Duchess of 
Edinburgh determined to accompany the Grand 
Duke Alexis to St. Petersburg. ‘The Royal car- 
riages, on entering the station last Sunday evening, 
drove at once to the Royal saloon-carriage, which the 
the Duchessof Edinburghand her brother immediately 
entered, looking pale and distressed.

Ata late hour last Monday night the body ofa 
policeman, named George Low, twenty-two years of 
age, was found lying dead in an entry in Elm-row, 
Edinburgh. It is stated that the deceased had gone 
into the entry to check two seamen of her Majesty's 
fishery boat Vigilant, who were making a dis- 
turbance, when he was struck on the head with an 
iron rail, and then stabbed in six or seven places 
with a dagger. The seamen, John Henry Shewan 
and George Rinton, are both in custody.
